Ottawa, July 4—The Evening Citi- 
zen says: 

“When conscription is out of the 
way the extension of parliament will 
be broached. The expression ‘broach- 
ed’ is used because if the proposal 
be strenously or to any general ex- 
tent resisted by the opposition, it is 
uniikely to be pressed to a division. 
If as many Liberals vote for it as for 
conscription, the government possibly 
may regard this is justification for 
putting it through, and even though 
unanimity is lacking. If it is not put 
through, an election, of course, will 
be necessary, and it is planned to 
have it preceded by legislation in 
amendment of the franchise, railway 
legislation, the highways bill and 
other things.

Britain May Assume Control 
of Supply and Manufacture 
of Intoxicating Liquors 


New York, July 4.—A_ London 
cable to the New York Sun, dated 
Tuesday, says: 

“The government clearly showed 
its hand yesterday and indicated a 
disposition to establish a government 
monopoly of liquor traffic and manu- 


facture by appointing commissions 
to investigate and report on the 
subject. 


“The instructions to the commis- 
sions, one each, for Ireland, Scotland, 
England and Wales, say: “The gov- 
ernment, being of the opinion that it 
may be necessary shortly, as an 
urgent war measure, to assume con- 
trol of the supply and manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors during the 
war and demobilization after the war, 
and as such control involves the pur- 
chase after the war of the interests 
involved, you are hereby authorized 
to appoint a commission to inquire 
and report on the terms upon which 
the interests should be acquired and 


e financial arrangements which 
uld be made.’ 


“The announcement of such a pro- 
gram is especially disappointing to 
the liquor interests which until the 
last hoped the government might be 
satisfied to assume control during 
the war and then restore old con- 
ditions. Instead the government 
commits itself to immediate control 
and purchase after the war, which, 
if carried out, would end the hope 
of re-establishing the liquor industry 
as an independent affair 

“The general belief is that such 
a@ program would open the way for 
a temperance agitation which ,would 


shortly make the kingdom dry, for 
as soon as the government assumes 
control of the business it would be 
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impossible for it to employ great 
sums of money in politics and pro- 
vaganda, as heretofore.” 


Grown Prince Fails in Chan 


In Champagne, on the 
front, the German crown prince has 
made another desperate and fruit
